The depth of the problem can he measured, those days in 
many ways. The summit in Algiers. bespeaks the vacuum in 
Arab leadership and ideas and initiatives that encourages 
-those in Israel who recklessly equate the status quo with se- 
curity. The Israeli Supreme Court ruling upholding the de- 
portation of Mubarak Awad, the Palcstinian-Amcrican advo- 
cate of civil disobedience to resist the 'tsraeli'occiiputidn of 
“ Arab' lands', is a mcasuhc"orthe _ depth ’of confusion in Israel " 
itself -over the fundamental security issues. To perceive 
Awad as an enemy, as a national-security risk, is to close the 
door on alternatives to violence.

occupation of the West Bank and Gaza, of the frustration of.

But every initiative to end the occupation has 
foundered on the refusal of all but one of the Arab nations to 
recognize Israel, to* agree to respect its right to exist in 
peace, to negotiate secure- frontiers. 

So the illusion lives on in the minds of Palestinian youths 
who think that the barrage of rocks- they have unleashed 
will bring back Arab sovereignty of the occupied territories; 
and in the minds of Israelis who think that their nation can 
keep the lands it has occupied and still survive as a Jewish 
state. 

Shultz has at least reminded them that they arc pursuing 
a "dead-end" policy. That may help, in time, though perhaps 
not this year, as Israelis go to the polls in November, as 
Arabs muddle past their basic differences in a futile siummit.

— Hlncc Thayer’s filler ran that day, 
It stirred the souls of millions 
but was wprth just five bucks pay, 
01' Casey fanned with two men 
on and caused Mudvillc to pout, 
But somewhere hearts are - 
lig hter because Ernest L. cranked 
it out. 

SAN FRANCISCO - Often imi- 
tated but never matched, “Casey-at 
-the Bat" hit the century mark last Fri- 
day with its place in history still se-. 
cure as America’s best-known piece of 
comic verse. The mighty slugger's 
—whiff remains the bCTt-known strike-^- 
out of alt, far outdoing any involving 
Reggie Jackson or Carl Hubbell. 

The San Francisco Examiner first 
published the ballad on June 3, 1888, 
placing it inconspicuously on page 4 
between on editorial on the Republi- 


can national convention, which would 
nominate Benjamin Horrison r and a : — 
cynical column by Ambrose Bierce. 

As the newspaper noted in re- 
printing the ode on Friday, its impact 
wouldn't have been nearly as great 
had the mighty Casey homcred to win 
the game for the Mudville nine that 
day. And if he'd hit a two-out single to 
drive in Flynn, who was "a-hugging 
third, ” and Jimmy Blake (“safe at sec- 
ond") for a 4-4, ninth-inning tie, he'd 
be just another fictional ballplayer. 

“The story of Casey has become an 
American myth because Casey is the 
incomparable, towering symbol of the 
great and glorious poop-out,” wrote 
Martin Gardner, a one-time newspiu 
per reporter who was inspired to un- 
-dertake a study-of-the poem's factual 
basis and compile u collection of bal- 
lads about Casey. 

The author himself was u bit of a _ . 
Casey. 

Born in Lawrence, Mass,, Ernest 
Lawrence Thayer was a brilliant 


philsophy student at Harvurd Univer- . 
-sity.-wherehedeveloped-dosrifrirml — 
ships with philosophers William' 
James and George Santayana. He ed- 
ited the Harvard Lampoon and faith- 
fully attended every Crimson baseball 
game in 1885, whemhe graduated 
with highest honors. 

He accepted an offer from Harvard 
chum William Randolph Hearst to 
write a humor column for the Sunday 
supplement in Henrst’s Examiner. 

Two years later, when he was 24, 
“Casey" ran as his finul contribution 
— as usual under the byline of “Phin," 
his nickname. 

A few Eastern papers reprinted it. 
but the ballad only caught on after 
capturing the fancy of comedian 
William De Wolf Hopper. 

A bored Hopper decided to try rccit- 
.ing it one night in May 1889 during 
the performance of a comic opera on 
BroadwayrThe audience was so de- 
lighted that, by Hopper’s count, there 


were over 10;G00 times in his career 
-'whcrrhe-deared-his-lhroat and began: 
“The outlook wasn’t brilliant for the 
Mudville nine that day ... " 

After disgustedly watching several 
people falsely claim authorship of 
"Casey,” Thayer spent his life im- 
mersed in great books and philoso- 
phy, and admitted frustration shortly 
before his death in 1940 that he’d 
■ never succeeded in writing anything 
serious. 

Not unlike his slugger, Thnycr was 
chagrined at how he’d left his mark.

Condor cost less 
than military band

“The federal commit- 
ment to conservation in general is

military marching bands."

And don’t forget $93 a day in 
c hopp ed mice for 13 chicks hatc hed 
from eggs retrieved fronr the -wild 
and for Molloko, the first California 
condor chick bred and born in captiv- 
ity. Molloko was hatched April 29 
amid national fanfare. 

“It’s still an act of faith on just 
about everybody’s part,” said Lindu 
Blum, a National Audubon Society 
habitat specialist. Only 28 of North 
America’s largest land birds are 
known to exist; Molloko is the first 
born in captivity.

HILL CITY - Harry D, Knight, 
newly elected national president of 
Ducks Unlimited, and a bevy of state 
conservation hierarchy will highlight 
a special dedicated ceremony for con- 
verting the Hill City Marsh to w il dlife 
use. 

Knight, Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game Director Jerry Conley, and 
Guy Bonnivier of the Nature Conser- 
, vancy will represent the three major 
funding organizations that have come 
up with the money to make the Ca- 
mas Prairie marsh a maximum water- 
fowl production area. . 


The festivities are scheduled for 1 
p.m. on Friday, June 17, with a lun- 
cheon and then the dedication cerma- 
nics at 3 p.m. 

With DU and the Nature Conser- 


vancy working with it, Fish & Game ‘ 
has acquired 1,050 acres of the marsh 
as part of an ambitious habitat pres- 
ervation efTort with on ultimote goal 
of up to 6,000 acres. 

The most recent acquisition carried 
a price tag of $199,500, which was 
funded by a lonn from the DU Foun- 
dation to the Nature Conservancy. 
Acting as an intermediary because ot 
its expertise in land acquisition, the 
. Conservancy then purchased the 
property and turned over manage- 
ment rights to Fish 8i Game. The 
state plans to reimburse the DU -foun- 
dation 'with proceeds from its water- 
fowl stamp and art sales. 

One of the recognized roles o'f the 


DU Foundotion is to create a revolv- 
ing fund for acquiring critical wet- 
lands. The availability of the valuable 
Hill City wetlands prompted Idaho to 
seek help from the foundation when 
the' department's land acquisition 
budget was exhausted. 

Fish & Game began acquiring prop- 
erty-last-year. with DU's wetlands 
America MARSH program contribute 
ing $35,000 to the initial investment. 

Additional land purchases will be 
financed in port by DU’s MARSH pro- 
gram. 

Future plans for development at 
Hill City Marsh include construction 
of dikes and other water-control struc- 
tures that will allow for the manipula- 


tion of water levels and enhance the 
area as a high-quality waterfowl nest- 
ing and brood-rearing site. . 

Principal waterfowl species cur- 
rently using the area include Canada 
geese, mallard, gad wall, cinnamon 
teal and green-winged teal. Addi- 
tional wildlife to benefit are sandhilj 
crane, long-billed curlew, sage grouse, 
Swainson's hawk, bald eagies.-otKetT 
raptors, mink, muskrat and a wide 
vnricty of non ; game species. 

Hill City Marsh marks the fifth 
Idaho waterfowl habitat project with 
which DU has been involved, the oth- 
ers including two projects each at 
Rose Lake in Kootenai County and 
Roswell Slough in Canyon County. 


Since initiating its wetlands Amer- 
ica program in 1984, DU has complete 
nearly 200 habitat projects nation- 
wide, impacting some 250,000 acres. 

In the Pacific Flyway, DU counts 37 
completed projects that have en- 
hanced more than 41,000 habitat 
acres.

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Environmentalists pledge return of wolves to Yellowstone

YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. (AP) — A national envi- 
ronmental leader and a western poli- 
. tician . agreed Saturday, that wolves 
should be reintroduced to Yellowstone 
National Park and that Wyoming's 
congressional delegation has no right 
to decide -the -future -of the park^-a.. 
place owned by all Americans. 

— Sen.-Alan-Simpson, .R- Wyo,, Sen.. 
Malcolm Wallop, R-Wyo., and Wyo- 
ming’s sole member of the U.S. House, 
Republican Richard Cheney, all op- 
pose the return of- .wolves to the 
world’s first national park. 

Their positibn reflects the attitude 
of the overwhelming number of cattle- 
men and sheepmen in the West. 

Rep. Wayne Owens, D-Utah, and 
M. Rupert Cutler, recently named 
president of the Defenders of Wildlife, 
_talke<Lobout_woIyc3_at..the._onnual_ 
meeting of the Greater Yellowstone 
Coalition Saturday in a lodge over- 
looking Yellowstone Lake. 

The coalition, formed in 1983, con- 
sists of about 50 national, regional 
and local organizations united under 


a watchdog umbrella; "It monitors 
management not only of the 2.5-mil- 
lio n-acre natio nal park, but als o of t he 
surrounding forest service and Bu- 
reau of Land Management lands 
within the ecosystem, roughly esti-, 
mated at 10 million acres. 

Nearly all of America’s wolf popula- 
" lion was wiped out earlier this cen- 
tury by ranchers, farmers and bounty 
.-hunters. There have be6n a few.sight- 
ings of lone' wolves in Idaho, Montana 
and other-western states: A pack-of 
wolves migrated across the Canadian 
border into Glacier National Park two 
years ago and established two or 
three dens, but left again this year to 
go back into British Columbine- 

Efforts to revive the wolf popula- 
tion in Minnesota have resulted in 
about 1,200 wolves there.

BOISE, Idaho (AP) — Hunters in Idaho harvested more upland 
gome birds in 1987 than the year before, with n dramatic increase in 
the number of chukar, grouse and Hungarian partridge. 

But the w at erfowl har vest was down, including 54,000 fewer 
ducks taken than in 1986, according to Idaho Fish and Game Depart- 
ment figures. 

Sage grouse hunters bagged 4)2,022 birds in 1987, up from 37,949. 
The number of sharp-tailed grouse taken increased nearly three-fold, 

— from-!-,661-to-4,27-7-Iastr-yeor.-Fore9t-groU9e-harvesta- dropped 
slightly from 104,424 in 1986 to 100,812. 

— Pnrtridgehunteryhndn-good-ycnr-in-WSTrwith-the-chukarhar-— 
vest at 92,145 and gray, or Hungarian partridge, at 28,214, up from 
59,540 and 17,249, respectively. The quail harvest was nearly the 
same at 39,151 in 1987, compared to 39,196 in 1986. - . 

Pheasant and dove nurfibcrs dropped markedly from 180,120 and 
90,964 in 1986 to 155,571 and 74,053, respectively, in 1987. Game of- 
ficials say the habitat projects resulting from the new upland game 
bird stamps should help reverse that trend. 

Waterfowl harvests dropped, with on estimated 27,809 Chnada 
geese taken in 1987, compared to 38,900 in 1986. Duck numbers took 
a drop from nn'estimated 241,600 ducks in 1986 to 187,693.

With" little effort; you can help curb 
escalating sfclid-waste costs. You also 
can get involved in protecting future 
landfill resources and clearing the 
way for n better environmental future 
by following a few basic rules. Biode- . 
gradability and recyclability are the 
watchwords. Some steps: 

1 . Ask for brown paper bags in the 
supermarket. They're recyclable, bio- 
degradable and can be used to bundle 
newspapers in municipal source sepa- 
ration and recycling programs. 

- 2.. Return glass bottlo and alumi- 
num cans. In many states wh ere bot- 
tle bills are in effect, you can earn 5 ~ 
cents apiece on returns. By returning 
as few ns 10 bottles'a week, the aver- 
- ~ age household can ner$25 a year. 

3. Inquire about local legislation to 
promote separation’and recycling of 
recyclables, or to restrict packaging 
that is neither biodegradable nor re- 
cyclable. Many counties and states 

—are reviewing such laws, so testifying 
at public hearings in fnvor of these 
bills can help lower long-term solid 
waste costs and reduce the chances of 
one day finding a mass-bum incinera- 
tor in your backyard.

Banking costs rise while services drop, survey says

NEW YORK (AIM - A rare hook of poems 
by Edgar. A1 1 an P«c brought $198,000 ut auc- 
tion Tuesday — less than expected, but not 
bad for the Massachusetts man who picked it 
up for $15 in a NcwiJjinipshire barn. 

The edition of “Tamerlane and Other 
Poems" is only the 12th known surviving copy 
of Poe’s first book, which lie paid to have pub- 
lished by uiuobscure Boston printer in 1827. 

“It’s the rarest book in American literature 
— it's the most famous book in American lit- 
erature," said the buyer, Manhattan book 


dealer James Cum thins. “It’s the book that ev- 
ery rare book seller hopes to get his hands 
on.” 

Cummins, who said he was buying the book 
for n "serious book collector” from New York, 
’tfdded that he was “very pleased” with the" 
■■price. 

. Sotheby’s auction house, which conducted 
the sale, hud estimated the book’s value at 
$200,000 to $300,000. The price of $198,000 
includes the 10 percent commission that goes 
to Sotheby’s. “ 


The seller, an amateur book collector who 
insisted on anonymity, said hc.found the book 
in an antiques barn in NEW Hampshire while 
browsing through a bin of early 20th century' 
pamphlets on fertilizers and farm machinery. 

--'"He said he had never read 'anything by "Poe - 
and knew only that he hod found “something 
great, apiece of Americana." 

Neither the seller nor Sotheby’s would give 
the exact location of the antiques barn. 

The soft-cover book, which contains the 
long title poem and nine shorter poems, bears 


no reference to Poe, lifting the author only ns 
“a Bostonian." Although' Poe was born in Bos- 
. ton, he lived there only a few months before- 
his parents moved to Richmond, Vu. He lived 
in Boston again for about eight weeks when 
-*Tnm crl an o'" was-publi shed.— : : 

The work.lmd been written about five years 
earlier, when Poe was 12 or 13 years old. It 
was a financial disaster — there is no indica- 
tion that a single copy was. ever sold — and 
has never been highly regarded by critics.
